Inperial Rights in the Colonies* 

On Monday iaat, wo drew attontion 
to an important dobato in tbo Houso 
of Lords, touching tho riglits of tlio 
Crown in tho Oolonioa, which onsucd 
on tho prosontatioD of Miss Burdotl 
Coutta' petition; but tho Bishop of 
London, Lord Broagbam, tho Arch* 
bishop of Canterbury and Earl Eus- 
aeil were]not the only spoaisors oa tho 
ocoasion, and in the remarks that foil 
from sovoral of those who followed we 
find much that i,3 equally important 
in its bearing upon tho rolations of tho 
Mother Country and her Colonics. 
Tho Bishop of Oxford concurroii in 
the belief of tho moral incapacity after 
what had passed to remedy existing 
inconvonionces in particular Coloniosby 
creating there in point of f'uct, a church 
in connexion wiih the Church of 
England, on the simple ground that 
when Purliament gave to those Colo-' 
Dies legiHlatui'os o; tlioir own, it,, whili' 
reserving to ilsolf supromo Iinpuriul 
power to overrule tho doscisions of 
those bodies, bound itself morally not 
needlessly to interfere with ttioir aoi 
tion. His Lortlship explained how 
every Court, ecclosiasticul and civil, 
in England should bo hold in tho 
namoand under tho authority of the 
Queen. A Bishop held a Court, 
therefore, not as a successor of the 
Aposllos, but by license from the civil 
power ; and every such Court was an 
muoh the Queen's Court ecclesiastical 
as other Courts were Her Majesty's 
Courts civil. If tho Queen's suprom> 
lioy was to be established in the Colo 
nies in question, Courts must first of 
all be created (hroogh which the supre- 
n^aoy of her dflScer— be ho Archdeacon 
or Bishop— Bhoald be exercised. To 
permit it;to. be ezeroised hy an indi- 
Tidaal witbout the ioterventioa of a 
Coari wb^Id be most an-finglishi The 
first stop therefore most be to estab>- 
lish Oonrts ecolesiastioal in tho Colos 
nies, from whose decisions appeals 
might bt) made iii the ordinary courso, 
thus setliog on foot tho whole of that 
maobinery. which belonged to tho Es- 
tablished Oboroh— that was to say, a 
faTored.claasof religionists, to whom 
thenatiba gave oertaia advantages 
and wUom it guarded with strong lira- 
itatioDS. !Now, ' th^t being so, he 
maiotaioed with his most reverend 
fi-ieliid (the Archbishop of Oanterbary) 
that, after what had taken plaoe, it 
woald. be morally impossible for tbo 
Farliameat of England to dictate to 
, >: tbe Oolbnies so far as te say that they 
mast have aach a favored religious 
body, farther on the rev. prelate 
observed that be had given the utx 
most attention to the whole of tbe ins 
and oats of the subject, and coald see 
no way whatever, consistently with 
tho pledges which tho Imperial P.' r- 
liament had given, by which it could 
by any facilo and easy legislation 
maintain tbo connexion between tbe 
church at homo and tho church in the 
Coknies. Tho wholo history of tlie 
church showed that it was not by the 
enactments of Parliament but through 
tho undying faith of tho church innulf 
that it bad maintained its unity, and 
ho contended that it would bo most 
unfair to subject the representatives of 
tho churoh in tho Colonies to re- 
straint without y'^iiiji them corres- 
ponding advantages. Such was his 
confidenco iQ the love nnd reverence 
which tho daughter chuiches in tho 
distant settlements felt lor tho mother 
church, that ho \va^ fully porsuadod 
nothing but an attempt to overbear 
their rights would sever the uuion al 
present existing. He believed that if 
Parliament would trustingly remove 
by law tho dilliculties which tho hiw 
had created and then leave tho churoh 
to maintain its own unity, iioiio i 1 
tho daiigois which now menaced it 
would exist. The supremacy of tho 
Crown as oxorcined in iingland wuh 
tho groat safeguard of the national 
church. In the Colonies at the press 
ont lime a great strngijlo was going 
on belweou many dili'erout kinds of 
religionists. Eomo was |)hiiiting her 
communion freely in every one of our 
Colonies, and every form of Protes- 
tant dissent was multiplying Itsolf as 
it could find adherents, and what 
■would bo tho result if on tiio roproson- 
tatives of the church the Imperial 
Legislature ii'ilictod obligations and 
impoued fetters from wljich ovoiy 
communion around them was free ? 
Tbe body thus fettered would be un- 
able to do its own work. Logislatiou 
npon this question should boar upoi, 
its front tho indication that all it 
aimed at doing was to set free tho 
particular body of rollgioniHis who 
represenled the faith of the oliurch at 
borne. His Lordship concluded hy ro- 
oommending that tho evidence of 
Colonial Bishops then in tho country, 
andof tho groat religious sooietius, bo 
takvn by a seleot oommittoe, which 



would pavo tho way for tho intoUigont 
consideration of any bill on the eubjoct 
that might bo brought up from tho 
other Houso; Lord Lyttclton said ho 
bad long hold tho opinion tJiat the Col- 
onies had a right to manage their own 
affairs. There ought to bo a distinc- 
tion drawn between tho actual state 
of the law and what tho law on the 
subject ought to boj and he contend- 
ed that as it was sot forth in tho two 
colobrated judgments recently given 
it was sound and just. These were 
in uocordanoe with the .whole current 
of publio opinion. It was distinctly 
laid down that the Ohprob of England 
was in no senso the Established Church 
of our Colonies, anid the effect of this 
was that tho JRoyal supremacy oould 
not exht in the Oolonios in the sense 
in which it existed in England. Al. 
though the Colonies were looked upon 
as part of the Queen of England's do- 
minions, the Colonial Executive and 
laws did not in all respects agree with 
ours. 80i ho thought, t^e Colonial 
Churches oonld be io perfect union and 
substantial agreement with the Church 
of England, aithongb they were not in 
all respeots parts of it. It would be 
best, in his opinion, if the Uoloniea 
had entire freedom in matters eccle- 
siastical as well ns civil. On that 
broad ground, then, and without re^ 
gard to tho personal considorations 
which entered into tho case, bo was ot 
opinion that tho proyor of tho peti- 
tioner, resting as it did entirely upon 
the alleged supremacy of tho Crown, 
which bo believed could no longer be 
maintained, could not bo acceded to by 
thoir lordship's Houbo. Ho was of 
opinion that enquiry should precede 
legislation on tbo subject, and thought 
tho bettor courso would bo to ascer- 
tain what tho law was and to mako it 
intelligible before Parliament proceed- 
ed to legislate afresh. Lord Houghton 
maintained an opposite view to the 
previous fpeakers, and contended that 
tho supremacy of tho Crown still ex 
isled in those Colonies to which Eng- 
land had given representative cousli 
tuiions, although he admitted that it 
should bo exercised with very great 
discretion and only under circumstan- 
ces of peculiar pressure. This terir,i. 
nated tbo discussion, when tbe Arch 
bishop of York gave notice that he 
would move lor the appointment of a 
Select Committee to consider tho con- 
nexion between tho Colonial and 
tbe mother churches. Later advices 
state that Lord Carnarvon had de- 
clined to dabble, with a subject so 
pregnane with diCSculties, this session

A Paris correspondent describes a fearful 
scene at tbe burning of a circus in this city : 
Tho ccntrni quarter of tho Chumps Elysees 
waa thrown into oonaternation to-day by the 
appeiirauce ol llamos bursting forth from the 
elegant oirc.n? culled ilio Cirque do I'lmper" 
alriee. The stables cauglit lire just us ibc 
eunipiiny were asstiiitiled for roliears;il. The 
gas had be n badly turned of! tliu night be- 
fore, and a spark liom a groom's pipe caused 
«n o.xplosioM, A tearful scene oii>^ui?d. In a 
inomoul all tbe straw and hay in tbo stables 
waa on Ore. The cloths of several horses 
strapped on with girths, caught Qro, and be- 
fore any aid could be given, five of these 
poor animals were ao dreadfully burnt that 
itioir flesb camo oil them in lumps. They 
will all probably die. Twelve men and wo- 
men and children were carried away to 
Beaujon Hospital, and several deaths are 
expected. Butty's lions and youug cubs 
wore in tho building at the time. It is 
Irigbtful to ibink what might havu happened 
bad tho lions got loose at that iiour wheu ho 
many nurses and children are in tho Champs 
Elysoes. Some of the employes of the place 
rau ucrOFS the causeway to tbo cufo opposite 
with the young lions in their arms, and placed 
them lor Bafety iu one of tho up-stairs looms.
